4. I have conducted stability testing for a period of 36 weeks on two .mascara 
products. The first is Neutrogena® Weightless Volume Mascara (Rich Black) ("Wax-free 
Mascara"), a mascara that contains a silicone gel that includes an organopolysiloxane 
elastomer (polysilicone-1 1) and a silicone oil (cylcopentasiloxane and cyclohexasiloxane) 
and does not contain any wax. The second product was Neutrogena® Full Volume Mascara 
(Brown Black) ("Wax Mascara"), a product that contains about 1 1 .5%, by weight, of waxes. 

5. Following thirty-six (36) weeks of storage at 25°C, the viscosity of the Wax 
Mascara increased on average by over one hundred percent (100%). The Wax-free Mascara, 
however, unexpectedly only increased on average nineteen percent (1 9%). 

6. I, Lien Ly, further declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are 
true and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further 
declare that the statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the 
like so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under 35 USC £1001, Title 18 of 
the United States Code, and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the 
application or patent issuing thereon.
